I er Washington’s Industrial school
it  Tuskegee, the Monigomery
Advertiser on Memorial day /printed o
most Instructive review of the school's
work, While some of the fucts present=
ed in this review are more or less famil-
lur to northern rveaders, they merit
repetition,

Twenty-one vears ago the Tuskegee
school had one teacher and thirty pu-
pils, with no grounds or bulldings. The
graduntes now number 461, while it has
given more or less instruction to over
n000 others, They are in every southern
and miany of the northern states and,
the Advertiser adds, in almost ¢very in-
stunee they are currying outl the Tuslke-
gee idew of home gelting, tux paying and
mitterially helptul citizenship. The first
cliess went out in 1885, One of the class
founded o school of which she has been
the head for fourteen yvears. This school
has sent out sixty graduates, muny of
whom have also graduated at Tuske-
gee and are now successful tradesmen,
business men, furmers and teachers,
One who graduated in 1882 founded a
gchool Iin Wilcox. county, Ala, on a
plantation where he was born, which
now hag an attendance ench year of
00 students, with o propervty of over
$50,000.

N COMMEMORATION of the 21st

ing rooms. Nearvly all these teachers
were Tuskegee groaduates, This school
has sent oul seventeen gradontes, and
every one of them is honovably employ-
ed in developlng the best Intereqt of
Wilcox county, ‘The number of these
gchools with Tuskegee graduintes at the
head of them is now seventeen; thir-
teen of these were founded by them.
They are In elght different states, elght
in Alabama, one In Flovida, tweo in
teorgiu, one in South Caroling, two in
Louisganu, one in Virginia, one In Tenn-
egaee and one In Kansas., Various grad-
uates have thelr eye on other states and
It will not be long bhefore there will not
be a single =outhern state that has not
u preal Tuskegee school,

At Tuskegee the past year the enroll-
ment amounteéd to 1390 In the normil
department, 80 young men, 460 young
women, representing  thivty  different
stutes and territories and five foreign
countries. Hesldes these the Kinder-
garten and tralning school envolled 232,
the Tuskegee town night  school, 121,
muking a total envollment, for the year
of 1,741 The sovial settlement school,
on the Thompszon plantation, supervised
by Mra, Washington aml taught by a
Tuskegee gradunte, would bring the
number up to 1800, Tt has required 125
oflleers and teachers Lo carry on this
work.

The children
have been  tuught
Ing, sewlng and gavdening,
the students In the night
are  marvied people, often the hus-
band mmd wife coming to school to-
gether; others ure young men and wos
men of the town, who are unauble to go
ta school during the day. They have
been  taught bricklaying,  carpentry,
gewing, vooking  and  housekeeping.
Some who are employed us servunts
and unable to come at nlght form an
afternoon cluss and receive instruction
ut sueh hours as their services ure not
needed, All of this town work und the
social settlement worlk Is really the out-
come of Mrs, Washingion's efforis be-
gun on 4 smuall scale some years ago,
for the women and girls who were ue-
customed Lo lounge about the streets of
Tuskegee, on Baturdays. “The changes
In the city of Tuskegee nre simply re-
murkable,” the Advertiser says. “The
number of new and comfortable homes
bullt by the coloved people In the vicin-
It of Tuskegee and in the clty liself is
very large.'”

A few Hems taken from the Advers
tiger's artlele will give some ldea of the
mugnitude of the work done by the
students durving the pust year, They
wade 2128,228 bricks, OF these they
have luld 1,843,660, The school sold 284, -
6857 to outside pavties, They cultiviated
ubout B avres of lund.

other machine shop or foundry neaver
than thirty miles.
